INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 30.—The Sen- 
ate passed the bill this morning relating to 
public offices and officers, but refused to con- 
cur in the House amendment to the Civil 
Code bill.

SALARY DAY IN THE SENATE.

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 30.—The Senate 
sonvened this morning at the usual time.

Senator Secrest said the house was fur- 
nished ten years since at a cost of $20,000, 
and it was high time it was renovated.

An amendment was presented giving the 
Adjutant-General $2,200 per annum for clerk 
hire. This provoked quite a discussion, 
Senator Merritt in a caustic speech taking a 
whack at the military. The amendment was 

defeated. 
THE RETURN OF THE WAR. 

Everything sailed along pleasantly until 
an item was reached appropriating $5,000 to 
be used by the Railroad Commission for the 
prosecution of suits against railroad com- 
panies for extortion and discrimination, 

Senator Fifer presented an amendment 
making the sum $10,000, and stated there was

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 30.—The resolu- 
tion men got in ahead of the bill men this 
morning, and the House concurred with 
Gorman, of Cook, in expressing its regret at 
the death of Thomas Matthew Halpin, of 
Chicago, a member of the Twenty-eighth 
and Twenty-ninth General Assemblies.

It makes the Mayor, Controller, Com- 
missioner of the Board of Public Works, and 
the Alderman of the Fourth Ward, ex-officio 
Commissioners of the monument, and com- 
mits to their care and custody both the mon- 
ument itself and the grounds on which it is 
erected. The bill further authorizes them to 
build a lodge or keeper’s house on the 
grounds, the same to be used ae a railway 
station, in their discretion, provided the State 
shall not be subject to any expense for its 
erection, repair, or maintenance. 

Collins, of Cook, introduced a bill fixing 
the salary of the Secretary of the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission at $2,500 per an- 
num instead as now of $1,500,

THE BOARD OF TRADE TO NOMINATE THE 
GRIAN INSPECTOR. 


Weber, of Cook, introduced a bill to amend 
the Warehouse law in regard to the appoint- 
ment of the Cnief Grain Inspector. It 
provides that the Board of Trade 
shall nominate to the Governor, who is to 
appoint by and with the consent of the Sen- 
ate. The salary of the Chief Grain. In- 
spector is to be not less, in cities containing 
a warehouse of Class A, than $5,000 per an- 
num, and the Inspector is to devote his entire 
time to the duties of the office. No such 
grain inspectors for cities or counties fin 
which are located warehouses of Class B are 
to be appointed except upon application and 
petition of two or more warehousemen doing 


a separate and distinct business, the applica- 


tion to be indorsed by the Board of ‘Trade 
where there is one.

APPORTIONMENT.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 30.—The House 
Committee on Senatorial Apportionment met 
this afternoon and agreed to report favorably 
on Parish’s bill giving cities of 150,000 inhab- 
itants and over twenty-four wards and forty- 
eight Aldermen.

THE HOUSE COMMITTEE ON CANALS 
met this afternoon, adopted the substitute 
prepared by a sub-committee for House Bill 
208, and will report it to House in the 
morning with the recommendation that it do 
pass.

violation of the trust upon which the 
land was granted to the State 
by the General Government. The decree, 
however, if any should be obtained, is to be in 
the name of the State. By the terms of the 
bill the suits are to be conducted by the At- 
torney-General as far as the duties of his 
office will allow, and, if extra legal help is 
necessary, itisto be supplied through the 
Governor, the sum total for such extra 
service not to exceed $5,000. The bill is si- 
lent as to what disposition shail be made of 
whatever. land may be recovered, except that 
it shall go to the benefit of the Canal Fund.

son at McVicker's last evening was a notable 
one, as it introduced us to“ L’Africaine,” the 
crowning work of Meyerbeer’s life. If this ex- 
cellent troupe had given us nothing else this 
season, its visit here would have been long re- 
membered. We can get Lucia” and Martha” 
every day, but the great heroic masterpieces in 
opera are like angels’ visits. L’Africaine’’ 
has been given here four times previous to this 
performance, all in one season, however, and 
that so long ago that probably very few fa- 
miliar with it. It was first represented Jan. 
16, 1866, at Crosby’s Opera-House, and though 
the performance was by no means a creditable 
one, it made a profound impression. The cast 
at that time was as follows: Selika, Gazzaniga; 
Inez, Boschetti; Vasco de Gama, Musiani: Don 
Alvar, Lotti; Nelusko, Orlandini; Don Pedro, 
Milleri (who lost his life in the recent burning of 
the Opera-House at Nice;; Don Diego, Pollini; 
1 Colletti; Priest, Fellini; Anna, Weim- 
bold. Probably to the majority of opera-goers 
the “African” is a stranger, and a short 
sketch of its musical points will therefore be of 
interest, ¢ 
The overture is buta brief introduction re- 
citing or indicating the geoeral character of the 
work. Urst act opens with a romanza of 
exquisit melody, accompanied principaily by 
the flutes. The next principal number is a bass 
chorus in the third scene of a semi-religious 
character, in which principals and chorus are in 
unison, the double basses sustaining the voices, 
the strings pizzicato, and the horns giving out 
those strong chords in which Meyerbeer is so ef- 
fective. A splendid finale closes the act. The 
second act opens with Scika’s Siumber rong 
full of passion and tenderness, and Oriental in 
color, which is followed by an aria in 
which Nedusko tells the story of his love 
and avery powerful duet between Sam and 
Vasco. The act closes with a Septet, in which 
the soprano voice determines the motive, the 
other parts at the close joining in the harmony 
with stirring power. The third act is principaily 
spectacular, and is introduced by a brilliant 
sailors’ chorus, followed by Nelusko’s invocation 
to Adumastor. The principal interest of the act, 
however, centres in the ship scene and tableau. 
The fourth act is introduced by the brilliant 
Indian march, which is made up of five or six 
different movements for the. entrances of the 
various parts of the provession, and is full of 
stirand color. Itis followed by the exquisit 
aria, *O Paradiso,” for Vasco, oue of the most 
beautiful numbers Meyerbeer has written, and 
this in turn leads up to the great duet 
for Seika and Vasco, which, like that 
between and Vi i forms ~the 
dramatic climax of the work. act closes 
with the fine bridal chorus,in which is heard, 
like a kind of wail, the motive of the romanza in 
the first act. The last act is brief, and is princi- 
lly noticeabie fora duo between Selika and 
nez and the wonderful prelude to the Manca- 
nillaor Upas-tree scene, one of the most ef 
fective instances of picturesque and character- 
istic fustrumentation in the modern school. 
The audience was the largest which has yet 
been in attendance this season, and was quite 
enthusiastic in many episodes of the perform- 
ance. The performance itself, considering the 
calibre of the troupe, was a remarkably smooth 
and effective one. Neither of the two great 
artists, Ambre or Tournie, were in the cast. It 
was literally a performance without a sta-, and 
therefore, considering the colussal character of 
the opera and the immense musical as weil as 
dramatic demands that it makes, it is only fair 
to credit the troupe with a success. Mlle. Del- 
rato as Selika, while at no time reaching tye real 
ntensity and strength of the part, was never of- 
fensive, but on the other hand was always consist- 
ent, smooth, and intelligent in her work, and in 
some numbers, the “Slumber Song” especially, 
made quite a success. The parts of Inez and Anna, 
though they figure but little in the work, were 
well taken, and Mile. Lugy, the former, sang her 
principal number, the opening romanza, very 
creditably. M. Garnier, the new tenor, who has 
just arrived here; made his debut in this 
country, and though his appearance can 
hardly be called a success of enthusiasm, 
he none the less made quite an impress- 
jon by his spirited manner. His -voice 
is a pleasant one, thou apparentiy easily 
fatigued, and at the close he was somewhat out 
of tune, but upon the whole he was very agree- 
able, and in his part of the duo displayed some 
strong bursts power and much dramatic in- 
tensity.

The only benefit for Wall street visible in this 
plan is that it indicates an intention 
to use vigorousiy such means as are 
at hand to meet the bonds payable 
this summer. It will put no more money into 
circulation than is now in use. Wall street does 
not yet seem to have noted that the estimates of 
the surplus revenue available for the purchase 
of bonds are now reduced from $100,000,000 to 
$80,000,000, and that it has been discovered that 
the supposed power to borrow $150,000,000 on 
Treasury certificates does not exist. Communi- 
cation by wire with New York was badly inter- 
rupted by the storm, and Chicago operators 
were without their usual stimulants of news and 
rumors. Business was very quiet, with more of 
a disposition to buy for arise. The advance in 
Government bonds and the renewed inquiry for 
railroad bonds indicate that good securities are 


again coming into request. 


Recent railroad earning: Houston & Texas 
earnings increased the third week in March 
$18,178; Wabash Pacific Railway earnings de- 
creased the third week in March $35,000; the 
earnings of the Hannibal & St. Joseph Com- 
pany decreased the third week in March $11,068, 
and since Jan. 1, $99,679.

See is understood that the subject of a clearing- 
house for grain and provisions was brought up 
inthe meeting of Directors of the Board of 
Trade last Tuesday, but it is not stated outside 
that anything was dove, except possibly the 
reference of the subject to a committee of in- 
vestigation. The great objection to clearing- 
house seemed to be that it would furnish the 
means of knowing, by the smaller operators, 
what the larger ones are doing. To this it is 
answered that the officers of the Clearing- House 
could be sworn to secrecy, and that would make 
things less liabie to leak out than now. Of 
course the great point at issue is as to whether 
or not settlement through the Clearing-House 
should be made compulsory. Under the present 
arrangement a dealer is not obliged to settle 


through the boys, and may clear some of his 


deals while keeping the others off the settle- 
ment- books. 

Apropos of the existing excitement in oats, it 
may be stated the movement of this grain dur- 
ing the present crop-season at the leading lake 
ports has aggregated about 7,000,000 bu more 
than that for. the corresponding time of last 
year. The Scrop of 1879 aggregated about .- 
750,000 bu, while that of 1880 was about 355,500,000 
bu. The stock of oats in Chicago at this time is 
some 1,450,000 bu, against 860,000 bu one year ago. 
The stock of oats in New York at the present 
time, as compared with that of last year, is 200,- 
000 bu in excess. It will be seen by these figures 
that, with the increased movement noted from 
the several lake ports, which may in large part 
be attributed to increased consumption and the 
shortage in the year’s crop, as compared with 
the previous year, there is an actual deficit at 
present of about 14,000,000, In addition to this, 
there is now an active demand for oats from 
other Eastern States than those usually appear- 
ing as customersin our market. Large orders have 
recently came from Ohio and Peunsylvauia, and 
even Kentucky buyers have been represented 
on the Board of Trade to a considerable extent. 
The speculation side of the story is that parties 
heavily long in oata have taken upon them- 
selves to bolster the market, that they may slide 
out from under their load without serious dam- 


age. The extent of this long interest is stated 


all the way from 1,500,000 to 5,000,000 bu, but 
about 8,000,000 bu is probably near the figure. 
The buli movement, if such it is, partook some- 
what of weakness yesterday, as the market 
closed §@%c lower than the prices made on the 
call the day previous.

Some of our 
prominent farmers have tested corn which they 
cribbed up, apparently in good shape previous 
to the snow-storms, and find it will not grow. 
There is ground for alarm in this direction, as 
late pianting or replanting often proves 
a sad failure. The theory adv _—. — 
that October is generally relied a 
good drying month, while all con that in 
the corn belt the last one—October—was a con- 
tinuation of fows, then followed by a dug and 
incessant season of freezing weather, the moist- 
ure still retained in the cob. March is also ex- 
pected to be agood drying month for corn, but 
thus far a failure. We note the approximate 
consumed in this State for fuel at 260.000,000 bu. 
Many farmers who have corn on bottom lands 
fear the softness of the ground after the great 
amount of frost comes out will not permit 
wagons to haul it off, and, if it could be, through 
lateness of spring will be compelled to com- 
mence seeding on the higher lands, or cannot 
sow or plant the contemplated acres.

Capt. D. P. Dobbins, Superintendent of the 
Ninth Life-Saving District, has received instruc- 
tions from Washington to open the several sta- 
tions in his district on the Ist of April, or 
as soon thereafter ag navigation is re- 
sumed, Station No. 1, located at Big 
Sandy Creek, at the foot of Lake Ontario; 
No. 2, on the same lake. at the mouth of 
Saimon Creek, Mexico Bay; and No. 6, at Erie, 
Pu., which have hitherto had six surfmen and a 
keeper, respectively, willin future have crews 
of seven men and a keeper to each, as the de- 
partment does not think if advisabie to leave 
them without some one to look after them when 
the crews are away with the boats, for exercise 
or on duty. All other stations in the Ninth Dis- 
trict have full crews of eight men which are 
needed for 8 Eurlish te- boats sup- 
plied to them, but which are seldom used when 
the lichter and more easily managed American 
surf-boats will answer equally as well. Capt. 
Dobbins has also received notice to instruct all 
the keepers in his district uot to select any but 
thoroughly competent men, permitting no cou- 
sideration whatever other than personal worth 
and capability to influence them io the selection 
and retention of their crews; aiso that men who 
served last season, if willing to reéngage, shall 
have the preference, unless the keeper under 
whom they served can show good cause why 
they should not be reshipped.

THOSE LUDINGTON SCOWS.,. 

The object of the Messrs. Lyon in building 
scows at Ludington for the transportation of 
lumber to the Chicago market is stated to be 
chiefly to avoid the enormous expense often en- 
tailed on account of the exorbitant price asked 
to get lumber unloaded in Chicago. They intend 
to load one every three days for a round trip, 
and bave one in Ludington at the dock loading, 
one in tow to Chicago, and one at the new lum- 
ber yard at the foot of Robey street, Chicago, 
unloading. By this arrangement they keep their 
own belp to unload at Chicago, The cost of the 
scows will not be far from — each. Their 
dimensions are as follows: ngth over all, 168 
feet: on bottom, 113 feet; width on deck, thirty- 
six feet; on bottom, thirty-four feet; cut away 
thirty feet aft and twenty-five feet forward; 
depth in centre, eight and one-half feet; in 
hold, five feet sheer. The timber used in their 
construction is &x10 on the sides, with a gunnal 
through the middie of 8x10 timber. There are 
five hatches to each, No masts, jibboom, sails, 
or rigging. They are to be tow by a steam- 
barge with a ten inch hawser 840 feet long, and 
wil! carry 600.000 feet of lumber. The draft, 
light, will be about two feet of water, and, 
loaded, eight feet.

THE STATE INSURANCE-COMPANY 
DIVIDEND. 

Judge Drummond yesterday morning decided 
the petition for review of Tolman & King in the 
State Insurance-Company case.

Mr. Chandler said he was not certain about it 
bimeself. The 19,872 shares included all those on 
which 20 per cent had been paid. On some stock 
only small amounts from one-half of 1 per cent 
up had been paid. 4 

The Judge inquired whether that portion was 
consmered worthiess. 

Mr. Chandler said it was so upderstood. 

Tne Judge said the District Court seemed to 
have proceeded on the assumption that all the 
shareholders were on an entire equality, as well 
as those who had surrendered their sfock and 
taken out certificates for full-paid stock, as 
those who had not surrendered. ° 

Mr. Mason said he understood that the stock 
had been wiped out, except that on which 20 per 
cent had been paid, and that the District Court 
took the view that the stock on which the 20 per 
cent bad not been paid was worthiess. 

‘The Judge continued: He did not wish to be 
understood as giving any opinion in relation to 
the subscribers who had not paid 20 per cent on 
their stock. Ifthere were any such, and their 
stock was worth anything, it seemed as though 
the opinion of the District Court could not be 
sustained. His opinion would, therefore, be 
based on theory that percent bad been paid 
onthe stock that was surrendered, and for 
which full-paid certificates had been issued. 
The present petiuon was filea to review a decree 
of the District Court of July 8, 1880. The lusur- 
ance Company was o sized in 1863, under a 
special charter with t usual powers, and in 
1800, under the authority of it caarter, enacted 
certain by-laws,one of which was chat the ca- 
pital stock should not exceed $10,000,000, 
on each share 0 which 20 per 
cent was to be paid at the time of subscription. 
The charter of the corporation said nothing 
about the amount of the capital stock of the 
company. Up tothe i2th of January, 1871, . 

shares had been taken, for which certificates 
had been issued. A stockholders’ meeting was 
held that day, 20,990 shares being represented, at 
which it was unanimously voted to adopt a new 
set of by-laws, providing, among other things, 
for the reduction of the stock to $500,000. Out- 
standing certificates of stock were to be can- 
ceied and in their place full- paid certificates for 
per cent of the face of the canceled certifi- 
gutes were to be issued, and under this arrange- 
ment 19,872 shares were surrendered and new 
full-paid certificates issued. 


AFTER THE COMPANY’S BANKRUPTCY 
by the great fire a dividend of % percent was 
paid to all the itors, and the Assignee 
then applied to Judge Blodgett for an 
t on the ssockhoiders to make 


they had taken out their certificates of full- paid 
stock under the by-law passed on that day, thus 
treating the by-law as inoperative as to their ex- 
isting debts. But as to debts created after that 
date, it was heid that the by-law took effect, and 
that such subsequent creditors could not enforce 
their rights against stockholders. An order for 
an assessment of i per cent was made, suf- 
ficient to - pay the remainder due on the claims 
accruing prior to Jan. 12, 1871, and permission 
was also given ali those stockholders who should 
pay up within sixty days, to settle for a some- 
what less figure. © petitioners Tolman & 
King were creditors whose cinims accrued on 
policies given after Jan. 12, 1871, and they asked 
to have the order modified so as to allow them to 
share in the assessment. 

Judge Drummond, in deciding the petition, 
said the statute did not require the petition to 
be filed within any special time, and, as the pe- 
titioners probably relied on the Assignee to pro- 
tect their interests, as they had a right to do, he 
thought a liberal coustruction should be given 
the law, and the petition retained, even though 
not filed until some time after the order of July 
&, 1880, which it was sought to reverse. As to the 
merits of the case, the first question was as to 
whether the stockhoiders had the right to pass 
the by-law of Jan. 12, 1871. In the absence of 
any expenses or implied authority to that effect 
in the charter, it must be assumed that the 
stockholders could not be released, as against 
creditors, from the payment of the amount 
due on they had taken. 
Whatever was due on them constituted 
a claim of the Company against the stockhola- 
ers, and a fund for the payment of the Com- 
pany'’s debts. But the charter making no pro- 
vision for the amount of the capital stock, it was 
competent for the Company by its by-laws to 
supply that omission. That was done on Feb. 
20, 1560, and there was no reason to doubt its 
validity. One ot the by-laws then adopted au- 
thorized a change to be made on complying with 
certain conditions. Such change was made Jan. 
12, 1871, and though the question was not free 
from difficuity it seemed as though it was valid 
and operative. It was claimed the twenty-sixth 
section of the general statute of March II. 1869, 
forbade a reduction of the capital stock of an 
insu range — except on the terms thorein 
stated. The ecided cases, as far. as 
they bore on the question, seemed to as- 
sume that unless there was something in 
the special charter which would warrant a sub- 
sequent statute to take effect therein, that the 
general law did not amend or repeal the special 
charter. And, indeed, there seemed to be great 
doubt whether the nineteent® section of the 
general law did not intend to leave the question 
of the amount and character of the capital 
stock as they existed by force of the special 
charter existing in each case. The argument 
that the capital stock could not be reduced only 
applied to existing creditors. __ 


THE COMPANY HAD THE RIGHT 


under its charter to prescribe the amount of the 
capital stock, and by the same authority which 
deciared such amount it reserved the right to 
diminish it. If that were done without aifect- 
ing the rights of existing creditors there was 
no good reason why power should 
not be exercised. It could hurdiy 
be said that all future creditors 
had a vested right im the claim which previously 
existed of the Company against its stockhold- 
ers. it became a question of authority under 
the charter and by-laws of the Company, and. 
if that existed, no one could complain who had 
hot at the time an interest in the Company. Tue 
District Court, therefore, having takeh that view 
of the matter, was right, and it must be held 
that the creditors of the Company who became 
such after the Eth of January, 1871, had the 
right ouly to look to the ciaims which the Com- 
pany might have of unpaid subscription to the 
capital stock under the by-law passed on tha 
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ment on

the Company was to have been held yesterday 
morning immediately after the Judge's de- 
cision, but the lawyers wanted time to cdnsider 
what they would „ ana the meeting was ac- 
cordingly continued to this morning at o' clock.

RIVER FOREST. 

Judge Loomis yesterday decided the election 
contest case growing out of the organization of 
the Village ot River Forest. Two elections 
were held, it appears, both upon the authority 
of the Court, and the real question at issue was, 
as appeared in the arguments a week ago, not 
whether the organization should be perfected, 
but whether it should puss iuto the hands of the 
members the community opposed to 
licensing the sale of liquors. it was 
realiy a fight between the pronibifion and 
anti-prohibuon people, the former holding the 
first election and veciaring in favor of incor- 
porating a village, and the latter following a 
tew days later, declaring the other way. 

The contest was brougut by a Mr. Lussaw in 
bebalf of the anti-license elewent, the grounds 
of which have already been given, and the de- 
cision, the salient points of which are appended, 
isa victory for the prohibition people, in that 
the first election is declaged legal and that the 
points made by the contestant are insufficient. 

The Court said he had been nonpiussed by the 
ease because it was without parallel in aay of 
the decisions. in a contested-election case very 
little attention should ordinurily be paid to mere 
irregularities in the proceedings of the ciection 
of officers which did not affect the real merits of 
the case. Where the evidence went only to 
show an irregularity, without fraudulent intent, 
and by which nobody was injured, the 
Court was not bound even .to submit 
ic to the jury as an open question. 
The principle that irregularities which did not 
tend to affect resujts were not to defeat the will 
of the majority was to be respected even when 
irregularly expressed. It sometimes happened 
that the officers of election, though agting iu 
good faith, committed errors which would vitiate 
the election. Thus, if they had adupted an er- 
roneous rule in regard to the qualifications of 
voters, by which legal voters were excluded or 
iliewal voters admitted in numbers suflicient to 
change or render doubtful the result, the elec- 
tion would be void, unless there was proof 
upon which the poll could be purged of 
iliewal votes and the true result shown. 
An election could not be heid 
void and set aside on the ground that the mere 
police regulations of the Biection law, under 
which it was neid, were unconstitutional. Ide 


the Legisiature could not take that right away 
by encompassing an Election law with unconsti- 
tutional provisions. If the voters thought 
roper to go forward and vote under a defective 
aw, those who were candidates ought to be the 
last to complain when the.resuit bad been at- 
fected by neither the unconstitutionality of the 
law, fraud, erf~r, nor cullusion. But, of course, 
when by reason of the enforcement of uncon- 
stitutional and void regulations even of a police 
character, the result was affected. the rule was 
different, and in such a case the election could 
not stand. s 
The Court went on to say that the general rule 
undoubtedly was that if legal votes bad been 
cast in good fuith by honest ceiectors, it was the 
duty of the Court or tribunal in trying a contest 
to ascertain their number and give them due 
effect, notwithstanding the misconduct or even 
fraud on the part of the election officers. Such 
fraud or miscondnect might destroy the value of 
the officer's certificate, and might subject him 


to severe punishmeut, but the inuocent voter 


should not suffer on that account if by any 
means his right coyld be upheld. It was im- 
possible to define exactly the degree of ir- 
regularity and illegality in conduct of an elec- 


usic evi- 
dence with reasonable clearness and certainty, 
then the election should stand, but not other- 
wise. Fraud in the conduct of an election might 
be committed by one or more of the officers 
thereot, or by other persons. If committed by 
persons not officers it might be Vitner with or 
without the knowledge or connivance of such 
officers. There was, however, a difference be- 
tween a fraud committed by officers, or with 
their knowledge and connivance, and a fraud 
committed by other persons in this: the former 
was ordinarily fatal to the return, while the lat- 
ter was not fatal unless it appeared that it had 
changed or rendered doubtful the result. 

In this cause it appeared that in the making of 
the last petition, and obtaining the order for 
the election thereunder, fraud was not alleged 
against officers of the election, but by outside 
parties, if it was fraud. Such fraud, owever, 
was not fatal, unless it rendered the elecuon 
doubtful. Lf it could have been made out from 
the last petition. and attion thereunder, had 
changed the result, the Court would have said 
there had been fraud. But it appeared that all 
the legal voters had the rigut to vote, 
and could bave voted for or against the 
incorporation of the village as they pleased. 
If voters bad been made to vote the wrong way 
by fraud, he thought that that would have vi- 
tiated the election; and, while he deplored tne 
mistake made in granting the last petitiuz, act- 
ing in a judicial capacity and goverened by the 
rule that affeets all courts, he was bound to say 
that in this case he found nothing of a defective 
or irregular character which in any degree 
would have affected the probable resuit. Not 
having found that, it was his plain duty to deny 
the application to set aside the election. 

An appeal was taken by Mr. Lussaw to the 
Circuit Court, and the case will be again gone 
over. In the meantime, as matters stand, River 
Forest will flourish as a village, and citizens will 
come to Chicago for their beer. 


THE KEEGAN ESTATE. 

An appeal was yesterday taken to the Circuit 
Court from the order of the Probate Court al- 
lowing the probate of the will of the late 
Michael R. Keegan, and declaring Peter Geragh- 
ty the sole heir of Mary G. Keegan. The appel- 
lant is Mary Ann Keeyan, the adopted daughter 
of the deceased, who filed a petition to be de- 
clared the heir, which was refused. A formal 
demurrer wan filed and sustained by Judge 
Rogers, who affirmed the decision of the Court 
below, holding that the adopted daughter could 
not inherit. An appeal was taken to the Ap- 
peliate Court.

THE APPROPRIATION ORDINANCE VETOED. 

The following veto message from the Mayor 
was read: 

I hereby return to you without my approval 
an ordinance entitled “An ordinance making 
appropriations for corporate and school pur- 
peeee hss 455 fiscal year from Jan. 1, 1881, to 


for reasons hereinatter to be 


my predecessor was forced to issue 
nearly 00 in scrip. This scrip was worth 
all the way from 88 to 98 cents on the dollar, ac- 
cording to the time of the year. The city in its 
contracts bad to suffer for more than this 
discount, for contractors were unwilling to eu- 
ter in advance on a coutract the payment 
for which was to be made in per 
of uncertuin value., It has been held tin 
this way the city lost directly or indirectly not 
far from $200,000 per annum. At an average of 
5 per cent discount, eagh policeman, fireman, 
aud other employé lost each B i „ of his 
$900 saiary. In the year 1879 this Administra- 
tion was forced to issue $1,250,000 in scrip, and 
in 1880, although there was $1,411,000 in the Gen- 
eral Fund, we were forced to issue $589,000 in 
‘scrip. There was but one way to get rid of this 
biot upon our credit; was to levy, 
and then to save from the levy. Mr. Heath 
saved from the levy of 1878 about $400,000. 1 
saved from the levy of 1879 nearly $600 000, 
and from the levy of 1880, $400,000. This saving 
was made by a rigid economy, an economy for 
which we were constantly abused by the 
thoughtless, and often by those who ought to 
dave been more wise. By this means, and by 
collections of back taxes, we found the city in a 
condition at the 8 of this year to be 
able to pay to its General Fund about $2,050,000, 
This was not in casb, but was in credits, and 
from various other funds, and to be paid as the 
taxes for 1880 shall be collected. 

By reasoning from thé past two years’ trans- 
actions. the Controller determined that with 
$1,500,000 belonging to the General Fund, he 
would be able to run the year 1881 entirely 
on a cash basis, and issue no new acrip. 
This left $550,000 to gu to the appropriation for 
this year, which was appropriated by the Finance 
Committee. In the appropriation ordinance

$200,825, from the General Fund. This would so 
depiete the fund that the year 1881 would be 
blot ted by scrip.

The New Public Library. 

To the Editor cf The Chicago Tribuna 
CniIcaGco, March 29.-—It is beginning to look 
as though seme of our most exalted ideas and 
dreams for a great public library may de ful- 
filed. The Executive Committee appointed by 
the recent mass-meeting is so thoroughly repre- 
sentative that all plans and desires will surely be 
presented (in the carrying on of their work) for 
them to select from; hence much outside criti- 
cism and suggestion may seem uncalled for. 
But the realization of our wishes seems so near 
that it may not be out of place for those who 
have any ideas and thoughts on the subject to 


present them for the consideration of the au- 
thorities and for discussion before the public. 

When the money is in hand, what is to be done 
with it? For one (and pro bono publico) I want 
to urge an earnest criticism upon what seemed to 
be in a varue way the desire of most of the 
speakers at the Central Music-Hali méeting; that 
is, that a magnificent and showy building should 
be constructed—as im osing as the funds would 
allow and distinctively a monument. This idea: 
is ou of the marks of that original sin—mate- 
rialism—that was so freely confessed the other 
evening. Of course, no one could object to a 
handsome and artistic building, constructed ac- 
cate the canons of good taste and suited 
to its object—the holding of books; but that our 
first thought should be for the outside and the 
more material and temporary effects of this 
grand public enterprise, and that we should 
negiect to think of the future and the inner and 
vital constitation of such a library is not very 
commendabie. If Chicago has any desire to 
take the lead and set an example for other cities 
in things of the mind as well asin things of the 
body and senses, it would be well for her to in- 
form herself on the question of literature and 
education and public libraries; and if she does 
not set herself about this task she will find that 
ber ideas at present are rather crude.
